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THE FAIR CANTAT RICE. 
How Mad. Patti Impressed the Leaven- 
worth Musical Public. 


LEAVENWORTH, January 8.—The testimo- 
ny in the Patti ease this morning was confined 
to the judgment and observations of the wit- 
nesses present. ‘Theodore Egersdorf, whole- 
sale druggist, and R. N. Hershfield,wholesale 
jeweller and manufacturer, and Wm. M.Leep- 
er were the principal witnesses. Mr. Egers- 
dorf swore that he was present at the 
Patti concert, that he had some knowledge 
of music and that, judging from his observa- 
tion at the time of her conduct, deportment, 
auction, mannerfand general appearance at the 
concert, she was under the influence of liquor, 
and thatshe had been drinking considerably. 
Ile had seen Patti before in St. Louis, and 


was familiar with her appearance; she did not 
sing and could not; she was unable tosing. 

Wm. M. Leeper, bookkeeper for the Kansas 
Manufacturing Company, was at the concert. 
He thought from Patti’s appearance, manner 
and general conduct on the stage that she was 
under the influence of liquor and that she had 
been drinking liquors. Her singing was a 
failure. 

R. N. Hershfield, wholesale jeweler and 
manufacturer: Was at the concert in Novem- 
ber last; I think from her action on the stage 
perhaps she might have been under the influ- 
ence of drink. On cross- examination he 
said: In my opinion a person fatigued or ill 
would not have the bright glimmer of 
the eye and (flushed appearance of 
face that she had; her failure to sing 
might have been from fatigue: I don’t think 
her manner on that occasion could be attrib- 
uted to illness; 1 saw her trying to get into a 
carriage in coming away from the theater; she 
hada — deal of trouble; I judged it to be 
Mme. Patti from the fact that some one in 
broken Engiish complained that the stupid 
drtverhad not brought the carriage to the 
right place; I understood her to be a cripple. 

Thos, Giacomini testified as follows: I am 
an Italian; my business is keeper of the Del- 
monſco restaurant. About 9 0’elock on the 
evening of the concert, one of Patti's troupe 
came to my place and told me the Madame 
wanted to see me; I went to the theater and 
valled upon her; she was sitting at a table be- 
hind the scenes; I had never met her before: 
she addressed me as Dear Giacomini;’’ she 
“aid she wanted me to cook some quails and 
Macaroni for her for a lunch after the con- 
‘ert, and to get her some wine—French 
aretz she ordered three bottles of wine; she 
furnished the cheese for the macaroni herself, 
Aying it was better than she could get here: 
When I saw her at the table on the stage she 
had a bar-glass’before ber contaiming what I 
*upposed to be liquor; she was stirring the 
Manor with a bar-spoon; this wos early in the 
*vening; 1 then went into ‘the auditorium and 
heard her sing; it was very r singing; I 
‘ent the lunch ordered by her to the Planters’ 

louse; it consisted of two tureens of macaro- 
— and cheese, six quails, with mushrooms, 

ried potatoes, toast and three bottles of im- 
—— claret; Jam an Italian and speak the 
damit her conversation with me was very 


J. W. Crancer, a prominent hardware

merchant, testified that he was at the concert, 
und from Patti’s poor singing and her conduct 
and behavior on the stage he believed her to 
be under the influence of liquor. 

Thomas Roscoe, manager of the new Opera- 
house, testified as follows: When a member 
of the troupe was arranging the stage I asked 
him if he wanted water upon the Madame’s 
table; he said, No, it is her custom to have 
beer on the table: she sometimes drinks two 
bottles during a concert.’’ I seld tickets the 
night of the concert: I went into the audi- 
torium just before Patticame out. As soon 
as she commenced to sing I turned to the 
door-keeper and said, ‘*Good God! What's 
the mutter with her?’’ When she was brougiit 
out for her second number I thought I never 
saw a more disgusting exhibition in my life. I 
was fully convinced from her conduct and ap- 
pearance that she was under the influenee of 
liquor. 

TESTIMONY TAKEN TO-DAY. 

LEAVENWORTH, KAS., January 9.— 
A. A. Fenn, one of the leading men of the 
city, testified this morning in the Patti libel 
suit as follows: I was prasent at the Patti 
concert in Leavenworth; I beught 
foity tickets for the faculty and 
advanced class of the Conservatory of 
Music. The performers impressed me as be- 
ing the most singular group of artists I had 
ever seen. The abandon, the almost vulgar 
manners and the general movements of Mad- 
ame Patti and the others I could not reconcile 
with my ideaofculture and refinement. In my 
opinion, based upon my observations at that 
time, Madame Patti was under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor. I heard persons in 
the audience remark that she was drunk, and 
that was my own opinion.

Brought Against the Poliee oi St. Louis

How Innocent Citizens Were Imprisoned 


—Mayor Overstolz Differs From Chiefg 


McDonougu — Startling State- 
ments Concerning the In- 
competency of the De-

Police, 


The publication in vesterday’s lostT-DiIs- 
PATCH of the views of Chief McDonough on 
the incomplete patrolling of the city has stir- 
red up quite an amount of feeling in several 
quarters, where it is alleged all is not made ef 
the resources at the Chief’s command, and 
that the town could be very much better po- 
liced if the police were a little better. A re- 
porter called on 

MAYOR OVERSTOLZ 
this morning to find out what he thought of 
the Chief’s proposed expenditure, and, in an- 
swer to a stream of interogatories, his Honor 
said: 

„es; I read the interview in yesterday 
evening’s PosT-DISPATCH. and I don’t mean 
to say that there is no truth init, but I cer- 
tainly do take issue with the statement that 
this is the worst policed city inthe world. 
There is a very easy way of ascertaining 
a thing of that sort, and that is 
to examine the criminal records. You can’t 
find such crimes in St. Louis as are constant- 
ly occurring in other cities. As a matter of 
fact, our immunity from great crimes is re- 
markable, and will bear comparison with any 
city anywhere. And when that is the case, 
there can be no good reason for increasing 


largely the amount of the expenditure. The 
city has a verv neavy burden to bear anyhow, 
and it is not to be thought of under the cir- 
cumstances. I am quite positive that the ap- 
propriation will net be increased. You see 
the police board in a former year ran, 92,000 
over their appropriation, which had 
to be paid buck in the present 
year. Forty-two thousand dollars would pay 
for a number of additional policemen, Inis 
town is not so badly policed as many people 
seem to think, but you see when a man has 
been in charge of adepartment for a time he

Senator Beck After the First National 
Bank of New York. 

| Washington Cov. Phitadelpbia Record. ) 
Senator Sherman’s pet bank, the First Na- 
tioval of New York, is ina fair way to be in- 
vestigated again. Senator Beck’s attention 
hes been attracted bythe report. of the re- 
warkable financial success of that institution 
‘during tue past year. and be has determined to 
. tind out. if be ean, something of the relations 
which exist between that bank and the Treas- 
ury Department. The report of the bank on 
it. condition for the vear 187) shows that dur- 
ing that time it has paid 120 per cent of divi- 
dends and has carried 8500,00 to its surplus 
yccount, and in addition it has on hand an 
undivided surplus of $267,700. The capital 
stock of the bank is $500,000, and its profits 
during the past year have been over 250 per 
cent, senator Beck, in commenting on this to- 
day, said: In . it is impossible 
that any bank or Dhking institution can have 
made such a Vast amount of money 
on stich a capital. The report shows 
that the bank has made an actual profit 
dus the var of over $1,209,000, Its capital 
is only 0,000, and it is, in my judgment, 
Limp an impossibility that $1,200,000 can 
have bees made in any vear ona capital of 
83500.000 in legitimate banking business. I 
Ave hoe manner of doubt that by far the larger 
proportion of that $1,200,000 of profit is Gov- 
ernment money—that is, money which the 
bonk has received fromthe Government in the 
course of its transactions Withtbe Govern- 
ment iu connection with the placing of the 4 
per cent Vondds, and I think Congress and the 
eountry oughtto know how much the Govern- 
ment has paid.te this bank forthe business 
which it has done for the Government during 
the past vear .' Senator Beck said further 
tiat Le had tried every way to find out what 
the funding operations bad cost the Govern- 
ment thus tar: that he had written to the 
Treasury Department repeatedly and had ask- 
edthe officials to whom he was referred to 
‘ive bim the exact information, but he had 
— told that it was mmpossihle for the de-

terly unable to ascertain. He is confident, 
however, that he can tudoutthe actual ftin- 
anciol tracsactions Which have passed between 
the Treasury Department and the First Na- 
tice!

How Celluloid is Made. 

[From the Joutnal of Industry. | 
Iiiietly defined, ceiluloid is a species ef 
solidified collodion, produced by dissolving 
gun-cotton (pyroxylin) in camphor with the 
aid of heat and pressure. The gun-cotton is 
ground in watertoa tine pulp in a machine 
sinviiar to that used in grinding paper pulp. 
The pulp is then subjected to powerful pres- 
sue in «a perforated vessel to extract the bulk 
of the -taoisture, but still leaving it slightly 
moist for the nextoperation. This consists 
i thorcuuhty Incorporating finely comminuted 
En mec camphor with the moist cun-cotton 
pulp. The proportions employed are said to 
© one part by weight of camphor to two parts 
Ly weight of the pulp With this mixture 
any coloring matters required can now be in- 
corporated, The next step is to subject the 
Mase to powerful pressug in order to expel 
from ithe remaining traces of moisture and 
incidentally to effect also the more intimate 
contect of the camphor with the pulp. The 
dried and compressed mass ls next placed in 
amould, open atthe top, into which fte a 
solid plunger. A heavy hydraulic pressure is 
brought to bear upon the plunger, and at the 
seme time the mixture le heated by means of 
a tes jacket surrounding the vessel to a 
temperature of about three hundred degrecs

SHEPHERD’S LUCK. 


He Strikes It Rich in His New Mexican

On Monday of last week ex-Governor Shep- 
berd and Mr. L. H. Stevens, both of whom, 
as our readers kuow, have been for three 
months organizing a mine in Mexico, com- 

leted their contract with the owners, Messrs. 

Vells, Fargo & Co., and were formally placed 
in possession of tle property as officers of the 
Consolidated Batopilus Mining Company of 
New York, the legal name of their corpors- 
tion. On Saturday last information was re- 
ceived from the manager of the mine, under 
date of December 6, that an immense bonanza 
had been struck in the workings of the princi- 
pal vein, known as the ** Veta Grande. The 
superintendent, who bad no knowledge of the 
transfer of the property, and consequently 
no interest m misrepresenting the mit- 
ter, states that he thinks there is no 
doubt that the lover end of a 
surface bonanza has been hit, anfl that in two 
similar cusesintbesame range the bonanza 
has lasted from ten to tifteen years, and yield- 
ed from $10,000,000 to 720,000,000 each. The 
find hus created a great deal gf excitement 
among the few Americans who aie at Batopi- 
igs and it is contidently predicted by those who 
are familiar with its workings that the vield 
from the new vein will be literally enormous. 
Mr. Randolph, the mining engineer, who visited 
the mine with Gov. Shepherd and Mr. Stevens 
last fall, was convinced from the indications 
then abundant, that a large body of rich ore 
was in close proximity, and gave the reason 
for his belief in his report tothe company. It 
is a matter of nebulous history that one bo- 
nanza in this locality furnished to the Mar- 
quis of Bustamente $40,000,000, and one was 
struck only a few yeurs ago by Wells, Fargo & 
Co. in their operations, which yielded over 
$5,000,000. The many friends of Governor 
Shepherd, and those who are associated with 
him in his venture, will be delighted to have 
this pews of his great good fortune fully con- 
firmed.

RAILWAY SLEEPING CARS. 


—d : ; 
| A Question as to Who Shall Own and 


Operate Them, 
: From the Railway Age. f 
The sleeping car is a comparatively recent 


sddition to the appliances for railway travel, 
and yet it has become one of the most indis- 
pensable. The raiiway in this country that 
does not run ‘*sleepers’’ is either very short 
or very poor indeed. All companies agree 
that this equipment is necessary, but there is 
some difference as tothe method by which it 
is to be procured aud operated. Some man- 
agers hold that it is better for their companies 
to operate their own cars. They reason 
that if the business is profitible to 
sleeping car companies it must necessa- 
rily be profitable to the railways if car- 
ried on by them. Experience through a series 
of years,showever, seems to have conyinced 
nearly all the railway companies that the in- 
terests of their stockholders and of the com- 
fort of their passengers are be subserved by 
placing the sleeping accommodations in the 
charce of a separate organizition. Th? ap- 
parent advantages of the latter plan lie in the 
yieuter system und perfection of detail which 
naturally—perbaps not necessarily—result 
from directing the whole attention to one 
biatch of the science of transportation, inthe 
ability to operate on a smaller average of 
profit by reason ct dvipgalargely extend- 
ed business; and furthermore in the impor- 
tant fact that nearly every railway is now. 
puit oſ one ur more through lines, making 
changes of cars, attendants, and even char- 
acter of cars undesirable. 

A very notabie fact, as seeming to illustrate 
the tencency of railway companies to place 
the matter of providing sleeping accommoda- 
tions in the hands of special organizations for 
the purpose, is the agreement just concluded 
by which the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, one of the most con- 
servative and “best managed corporations in 
this country, Which hitberto, for some twenty 
years, has owned and operated its sleeping- 
cars, now turns over that business to Pull- 
man’s Palace Car Company. Evidently the 
change must have been brought about by the 
conviction that it would be more advantage- 
ous to the road than its own method. The Rock 
Island company has been by no means spar- 
ing of expense in its sleeping-car equipment. 
Its more recently built cars are extremely 
elegant and luxurious, and sbow a great ad- 
vance from thetirst pattern. While, how- 
ever, the different stages of growth are still to 
be rcen by comparing the different cars 
of this companys, it is noticeabie that the Pull- 
man cars, everywhere, uniformally contain 
the latest improvements, as the company is 
compelled, by that determination to be in 
advance of the public demand which has 
been a marked feature of the Pullman enter- 
prise, us well as by the pressure of competi- 
tion among different roads, te rebuild and 
refit all 1s old ears accordiug to the latest 
mcdels. 

The terms upon which sleeping car com- 
panies Operate rei!way lines are probably not 
veneraliv understood. The Pullman com- 
pan bas a form of vontract common to dif- 
ferent roads, of whieh the principal provis- 
ions may be given as fellows: The Pullman 
compuby owns the cars, maintains the up- 
hoistery, bedding, and carpets and the appoint- 
ments pertaining to a sleeping car and not be- 
longing tothe ordinary first-class day car, 
and guarantees the railway company against 
dumages fiom negligence of Pullman em- 
ploves and imperfect) construction of the car 
andits appliances, ‘The railway company 
keeps the outside of the car in good order, 
renewing paint, ete., as needed, repairs all 
damages from accident except those originat- 
ing from imperfect construction and inainten- 
vnee,.or from carelessness or neglect of sleep- 
ing car employes, furnishes and applies the 
lubricating material, furnishes ice, fuel and 
material for lights, and Washes and cleans the 
curs. 

The Pullman compapy, in consideration of 
providing the cars used by the railway com- 
pany for transporting its passengers, and for 
Which the railway company receives all the 
ticket fares, is entitled to receive the proceeds 
from the sale of berths and seats. But it is 
further proviced that when the revenue from 
these ace equals an average of 87,500 per 
ear, per annum, on all cars upon the liue, 
then, While suen average continues, the rail- 
Way companv is relieved from the expense of 
muintaining the cars. The railway company 
reserves the option for a given time to buy 
three-fourths or less of the cars and equip- 
ment and toshare proportionably in the results 
of the business. 

These provisions seem to be fair to the rail- 
Way companies, as they are thus enabled to 
vive their passengers the use of magnificent 
cars without any outiav of capital, 
and without even the expevse of interior 
maintenance which attaches te ordinary day 
couches, and if the patronage reaches a cer- 
in average they are relieved from all ex- 
pense of repairing and maintaining exterior 
us Mell as interior. That the organization of 
independent companies devoting their entire 
attention to providing and operating sleeping 
cars has been of vast benefit to the railway in- 
terest as a Whole, cannot be doubted. While, 
ifieft tothe action of individual companies, 
cur sleeping car facilities would have been 
crude and disjointed, they now forma grand 
und comprehensive system of through routes 
hundreds of miles long, ruuning over many 
separate lines, and makiug long journeys not 
only tolerable but even luxurious and delight- 
ful.

The Czar esa Fire-Laddy.

The reigning Czar possesses in full measure 
the family love of being present at creat fires, 
which his younger brother. the Grind Duke 
Nicholas, is enabled to gratify at will by his 
position as head of the St. Petersburg Fire 
Brigade. On one occasion this passion for 
“running with the machine’’ all but proved 
fatal to both. When the German Lutheran 
Chureh on the Moika Canal. took fire, in the 
middie of the night, the Czar and his brother 
were among the first to reach the spot, and, 
while directing the operations of the firemen, 
— a too near the burning 
puilding, the belfry of which was already be- 

inning to totter. Suddenly a huge beam, at 
east twelve feet in length, feil blazing from 
the roof, and struck the ground witu a tre- 
mendous crash close tothe spot where they 
stood, injuring several of the crowd with its 
flying splinters. Gen. Trepoff, then Minister 
of Police, at once stepped forward and suc- 
ceeded in persuading the Czar to withdraw, 
but the Grand Duke Nicholas remained to the 
end, aud saved the greater part of the build- 
ing. 


The Oldest Congregatioualist.

Rev., Dr. Jacob Ide, the oldest Congrega- 
tional minister in America, if not in the world, 
died at West Medway, Mass., on Monday, the 
Sth inst., in his ninety-fifth year. He was 
born at Attleborough, Mass., in April, 1786, 
graduated at Brown University in 1809, and 
from Andover Theological Seminary in 1812, 
being the senior graduate of both institutions. 
He was settled over tbe Congregational 
Church at West Medway in 1812 or 1813. and 
had thus been pastor of the same church for a 
period of about sixty-seven veurs, probably 
ihe lorgest American pastorate on record. 
lie continued to preach down to a recent per- 
iod, though be had an 
vears past. He educated many young men 
forthe ministry. and was an eurly friend of 
the temperance and abolitionist movements. 
One of his daughters married Rev.@harlesTur- 
ner Torrey, widely known as the **Martyr 
‘Torrey,’’ who died 
in 1846, while serving ont 
ing in the escape of siaves from Maryland.

A LANDLORD’S PLEA, 


Earl Donraven on Irish Agitation and 
Parnell’s Reforms, 2 
From a Cable Letter to the N. Y. Telegram.! , 

A class of prosperous peasants owning the 
land they cultivate is an excellent thing; so is 
cotton asa crop, but neither the one nor the 
other will grow or thrive on a soil and ina 
climate uncongenial to them. You might as 
well advocate the introduction of the sugar 
cane and cotton into Ireland by — ot sreme- 
dy for her evils as propose to bring about a 
better state of things by turning the vccupiers 
into owners of lands. Landlerdism is sup- 
posed to be different in Ireland and Hagland 
and to differ for the worse in the first named, 
Ireland. These are differences merely in cus- 
om. For instance. in Eugland the owner us- 
ually erects farm buildings, etc., etc., and 
keeps them in repair, whereas in Ireland, en 
some properties, the tenants do ali the build- 
ing at their own expense, on others the 
expense is shared between landlord and 
tenant, but is merely a difference in terms, the 
apparent inequality 

ENGLISH FARMERS. 

The land question is very different in Eu- 
land and Ireland, not on account of the das- 
tonis of the landlords, but by reason of the 
peculiarities of the people. In Great Britain 
a tenant farmer looks upon farminy us an or- 
dinary'busincss requiring u certain capital. 
und which eught to produeea certain profit, 
and if unable to cultivate a farm ata profit he 
gives it up. In Ireland tenants are apt to at- 
tach a sentimental value to their holdings, 
which makes chem so unwilling to leave that, 
although they may be losing money, they 
seramble on from year to year hoping against 
hope for something to turn up, borrewing 
money to pay their rent, fatling into the 
clutches of usurers, who are the curse of the 
country, sinking hopelessly into arrears, in- 
volving their friends awd neighbors in their 
downfall, floundering deeper aud deeper into 
the mire until at last they have to leave, erip- 
pled and encumbered with nunferous debts. 

HUINING A COUNTRY. 

You will not expect me to attempt to eater 
into the general question of Irish discontent 
und poverty. I will ouly remark that in the 
present agitation you seea specimen of the 
disease that destroys her. There are some 
physical features in the geography and geol- 
ogy of the country and some meteorological 
reasons which militate against great pros- 
perity. YetIreland ought to be tairly pros- 
perous. One such period of agitation, uow- 
ever, by disturbing men's minds, by induce- 
ing them toindulge in foolish dreams. by 
reducing values and destroying credit by 
alienating English capital and producing in 
the English mind a feeling of disgust in every- 
thing Lrish, sets the country back years and 
vears. Feeling this as strongly as 1 do, and 
seeing that Mr. Parnell proposes to devote the 
funds he may obtain iu America to foment and 
keep up a state of things fatal to the country, 
I do most sineerely hope that bis success may 
be small.

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Heavy Damages Against Railways. 
[From the New York Times. | 

The large umount of damages whieh railroad 
companies are sometimes. liable to pry is 
strikingly illustrated by two cases recently 
decided, one in this country and the other in 
England. Some years ago Mme. Fraloff, a 
Russian lady of rank, came to this country, 
bringing with her SIX trunks of 
ordinary travel-worn ppearance, but 
containing; besides many costly 
dresses, alarge «quantity of rare and 
valuable laces, which she was inthe habit of 
wearing. After spending some weeks in New 
York, she went to Niagara Falls on the New 
York Central Railroad. Ou reaching that 
point she found that one of the two trunks 
that she hae taken with her had been broken 
open and more than 200 vards of lace stolen 
from it. She brought suit for the value of the 
lost laces, alleging that they were 
worth more than $75,000. The jury gave a 
verdict of 510,000. The ease was appealed, on 
the ground that the company was not Table 
beyopd an ordinary amount, inasmuch as the 
exceptional value of the contents of the trunk 
bad not been disclosed by the owner. ‘The 
Supreme Court of the United States has af- 
firmed the judgment, holdipg that, under the 
circumstances of the case, the passenger was 
not bound to give the value of the baggage 
without being asked. Still more strising, per- 
hups, is the case which bas just beeen decided 
by the English Court of Appeals. Dr. Poillips, 
a London pbysi¢cian, with a professional in- 
come of $85,000 aw year, brought an action 
against the Southwestern tallway 
Company for personal injuries, 
caused bv the negligence of the 
company’s servants. The first trial re- 
sulted in a verdict of $55,000 in favor of the 
plaintiff. The court considered this amouat 
inadequate, und set aside the verdict. On the 
second trial, the jury awarded Dr. Phillips 
$80,000. This was evidently $5,000 for per- 
sonal suffering and $75,000 for three years’ 
average income, it being uncertain when the 
Doctor would be able to resume his- profes- 
sional duties. The company claimed that the 
damages were excessive, but the Court of 
Appeals decides otherwise, and  aflirms the 
judement. The established rule of damayes 
iu such cases is that the plaintif@® is entitled to 
reasonable compensation for his personal suf- 
fering «and his pecuniary loss. This 
loss. » is not to be determined 
solely by the claimant's income, but the in- 
come is an important factor in tixing the 
amount. Of course this rule will give rise to 
What will appear to some people as striking 
unomalies in the working of the law. Thus, 
two men, one a laborer earning smail wayes, 
and the other a merchant or professional man, 
with a large income, mav each lose a leg in 
the same accident, and the company may 
have to pay a bundred times as much for one 
leg as the other. But this rule is not so un- 
reasonable or anomalous as it may appear to 
be. It is just that the company should make 
good, approximately at least, the pecuniary 
oss Which each person sustains by being dis- 
wbled. This loss may bea hundred times 
greater to one man than to another.

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COL. TOM SCOTT. 


Early Life and Training of the Great 
Riuilroad King—Young Tom as a 
Clerk, Canal Collector and Station 

Columbus Cor, of the Cleveland Herald. | 
I meta eentleman to-day from Loudon, 

Penn., aud had a short talk with bim about 
Col. Tom Scott. the great railroad king, 
was born and raised in that vicinity. The 
gentieman said, in substance: Col. Scott i 
the son of a once noted landlord, who kept 3 
tavern onthe old Limestone pike, running 
from Pittsburg tio Philadelphia. Before the 
day of railroads this line carried all the goods 
sent from Philadelphia to the West, and 
hundreds of six-horse wagons of the large 
Pennsylvania kind might have been seen 
traversing upon it. These wagons, immense 
afiuirs. carrying from fifty to eighty hundred 
pounds, made only about twenty miles per 
day, stopping at night at taverns built slong 
the road. One ofthe most popular of these 
houses was, as the sign read, 
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TOM SCOTT'S TAVERN, 


situated on the pike. a short distance from 
the little village of Loudon, in Franklin 
county, Penn. It was a good-sized build- 
and, like all- such buildings, 
boasted an immense bar- room, in which, at- 
ter an evening s Curouse, the teamsters, un- 
rolling their. beds—they ull in those days ear- 
ried their beds with them—lay down to sleep 
onthe floor. Often around this house have 
been seen ahundred wagons, and more than 
that number of teamsters were often saccom- 
modated within. The good nature of the host 
—who was known. probably from bis'wildness 
—us Devil Tom Scott,“ aud the quality of 
his accommodations. made the hotel one of 
the chief points along the line, 

**Here it was that Tom Scott, the railroad 
president, Was born, and it was here that he 
received his earliest training. Like all boys of 
that region, be probably went to schoo} in the 
winter and Worked in the summer. When 
quite young he worked in a country store at 
Loudon, and his old employer once told me 
that Scott made one of

he had ever had. Ile was very attentwe to 
business, and was both polite and honest. He 
was always very popular in Loudon, and at 
this time was known there as Young Aleck 
Scott, being nicknamed from the Alexander 
part rather than the Thomas part of his name, 
which, it will be remembered, is Thomas Al- 
exander Scott. x 

**Aiter Tom Scott left the store he was em- 
ploved for a time asa clerk in the Canal Col- 
lector’s office at Columbia, Penn, aud it was 
from bere that he went to railroading, serving 
liist as station agent at Holidaysburg. Alere 
he was in partnership with a young fellow 
named Graham, and the firm was Scott & Gra- 
ham. At this time (1852) Gen. Scott was the 
W hig candidate for President, with Graham. 
Vice-President. This fact made much sport 


among the friends of youne Scott and Graham, 


who, though bearing the same names, were 
not related tothe General and his partner. 
But,’’ the gentleman continued, o Tom Scott 
remained as station agent but a short time. 
His natural adaptation, for railroading was 
soon seen by his employers, and he steadily 
rose, siep by step, until he became vice- 
president of the Pennsvivania Railroad Com- 
pany and finally its president. But his rail- 
rond bistorv is known to all.“ 

I Was Col. Scott an only child?“ I remark- 
ed. 

“Oh, no,“ he replied: Od Tom Scott 
had quite a family, aud several of them are 
still living. ‘he family wasa respectable one. 
do not remember how many there Were in 
it. His sisters were lively girls and Were 
very popular; they have, I understand, mar- 
ried well. As to his brothers I know 
but litle. One of them, James Scott, is still 
living in Franklin county, and is a man of 
wealth and standing, but all of them sink 
into insignificance When Colonel Tom ts 
spoken of.“

to have replied: No, I cannot recommend the 
book, for it is heretical; but I can do what 
will promote its circulation far more effective- 
lv. Ll will put it inthe ‘index Expuryatori- 
us.“ Without the slightest desire to inter- 
fere with the Bishop’s good work, for he 
waively confesses he has never been to 
Monaco, and only hears of its «dangers 
from afar, I dare swear that there is 
more zuambliug going ou in London in one 
week than is carried on ut Monte Carlo in a 
vear. Tbere are clubs in London at which 
£10,000 chonge hands weekly. Mind you,this 
is not Zuesxs Work. 1 speak by the card. Then, 
for downright gambling ol the basest deserip- 
tion, borse racing as conducted in Great Bri- 
tian is productive of disastrous results. If the 
sishop would direct his critical attention to 
the turf and its abuses he might possibly ef- 
fect some practical good amoung the hard- 
working and middle classes of England, Who. 
aftheted with the betting mania, squander 
tens of thousands annually on petty turf 
trenssctions, Which pass into the hands of a 
formidabie clique of blacklegs of unparalleled 
daring and depravity. Now, when all this 
vice is so flagrant and rampant at one’s own 
door, Why exbibit such anxiety about Mon- 
uco, Which, atter all, is patrontzed by the 
wealthy of all nations, who, if they didgnot 
play there, would surely find the means of in- 
duiging their favorite folly at their clubs or 
in the close seclusion of their own houses? 
Itscems so muserably logical to be placing 
one’s beel on a distant little viper, relatively 
hurmless abroad, when there are such de- 
Vastating pythons at home. Next to drink!

OUR occasionally esteemed contemporary, 
the Globe-Democrat, leads off this morning 
with a serious attack upon the Associated 
Press agent at Leavenworth for the reason 
that he has from day to day telegraphed a 
synopsis of the depositions taken in the Patti 
libel suit at that point.

Since that he bas squandered thou- 
sands of dollars in trying to raise tea on saze 
brush, in endeavoring to squeeze sugar out of 
corn-stalks and starch out of pumpkins. His 
chief purpose in trying to induce the Govern- 
ment to buy him a farm is to secure a secluded 
place where be can experiment with boiled 
Peruvian and raise fish-hooks on 
Osage orange bushes. The Government 1s 
hardly able to go into the farming business on 
an experimental scale, for that is almost as 
costly as running asmail war.

The most indisputable evidence of the re- 
turn of prosperity is the decrease of mercar~- 
tile failures. The vear 1879 was full of dis- 
asters, some of tht oldest and largest houses 
in the country bejng compelled to succumb to 
the pressure of the times. No sgoner had the 
year 1879 been fairly ushered in than there 
was a sensible change in the commercial at- 
mosphere. The resumption of specie pay- 
mentf was soon proved to be a successful ex- 
periment, and it seemed that in a single 
nicht 

THE SECRET SPRINGS OF BUSINESS 
had been loosed and the whole country started 
on the high road to prosperity. Never 
has there been so sudden a change in the 
commercial aspect of a country. The vear 

878 had been the darkest one since the war. 
It was crowded from the beginning to the end 
with doubts, fears and disasters. .The com- 
nercial failures that year in the United 
States amounted to 10,478 in number, 
as against 8,872 in 1877, showing 
an increase of 1,571. The liabilities for 1878 
were $234,000,000, as against $190,000,000 for 
1877, showing anincrease of $40,000,000, “In 
the terrible year of 1873 there were only 
5,163 failures,representing liabilities amount- 
ing to $228,000,000. During the year 1878 
the city of St. Louis had 167 commercial fail - 
ures. representing 34,171,300 of liabilities.

During the first half of the year St. Louis 
Was unfortunate enough to have twoof her 
largest houses go to the wall, and this will be 
readily seen in the amount of liabilities for the 
first and second quarters. In fact the failures 
in this city for the first halt of 1879 
involved more money than the failures 
for the first half of 1878, as will 
be seen by the following:

FIRST HALF OF 1879 

was 33, while the number of failures for the 
first half of 1878 was 62. It will be observed 
that the number of failures forthe last half 
of 1879 is only 283, and the abilities 
only $598,000, being $1,248,000 less than 
for the tirst half of the year. 

But, notwithstanding her heavy failures 
for the first half of 1879, St. Louis makes a 
favorable comparison with other cities for 
that time, as will be observed by the follow- 
ing: 

San Francisco—122 failures, with $3,919,000 
liabilities.

SONNESCHEIN ON SH LOCK. 


The Representation on the Stage ot 
Shakspeare’s Leading Character in 
9 Merchant of Venice“ Radically 

rong. 


The announcement that Dr. Sonneschein, 
of the Jewish Temple, would deliver a lecture 
next Sunday evening on “Shylock Not a Li- 
bel“ proved quite a surprise to the general 
public. The lecture will be given at Pope’s 
Theater for the purpose of raising funds for 
charitable purposes, and will no doubt draw 
* large audience. The scholarly attainments 
and nativity of the eminent divine make him 


well adapted to speak on the subject whieh he 


has chosen for bis lecture. The novelty of the 
lecture, in that so prominent a member of the 
Jewish race sees fit to prove that Shylock is 


pot ap overdrawn character as representative 


: 


of the Jews, caused a Posr-Disrarcu re- 
porter to visit Dr. Sonneschein and obtain his 
views on the subject, and also a syllabus of 


the coming lecture. 

After heariug the object of the report orial 
visit, Dr. Sonneschein said: ‘There are two 
salient points which I intend to make, but 
more than that I cannot give without deliver- 
ing the lecture. The tirst peint which I 
shall prove is that Shylock was a hero, avd 
not a buffoon or a farcical character. Second, 
I shall prove that the usual style in which al 
English artists render and represent the char- 
acter of Shyleck on tbe stage is radically 
wrong: that the so-called traditional repre- 
sentation of Shylock does neither justice to 
Shakspeare nor to the audience that witnesses 
it. Sbakspeare is better understood by the 
2 that I mean the educated and 
historical classes of Germany than he is by 
tbe English or any other class of people. 

The Germans of the eighteenth century, 
that is the poets and authors such as Wie- 
land and Goethe, were the first to recognize 


and substantiate the great value of Shakspeare 


as a dramatic poet, in fact as the prince of 
modern poets. From these German scholars 
and authers the English students of dramatic 
art took their first lesson and hints of Shaks- 
peare’s value as a dramatist. In fact as early 
as 1750 Shakspeare’s principal plays were per- 
formed by the leading German actors througn- 
out Germany, as at Hamburg and other 
places. I state these facts as one of the rea- 
sons why a Germaa is enfitied to speak on the 
subject of Shakspeare, hiAplays and individ- 
ual characters. Now in regard to the char- 
acter of Shylock, which during the last half 
century bas found two radically different 
interpretations according to the actor 
who sustains the part. This is the case among 
the Geg@man artists as well as those of other 
nationalities. One class, and this includes by 
far the majority of actors, are inclined towards 
representing the character as a most repulsive 
embodiment of the twin demons avarice and 
revenge, While the other attempted to ideal- 
ize Shylock and held him up to the admiring 
audience as a great hero and sufferer.’’ 

»The lines remain the same in either case; 
so do you consider that the language of the 
play is a true delineation of the Jewish char- 
acter?*’ queried the reporter. 

„will strictly adhere to the utterances of 
Shy lock and of the surrounding characters, 
the influence and action as developed by the 
play, to substantiate the conclusions I have 
reached.“ 

‘*Though Shakspeare never saw a Jew dur- 
ing his lifetime, as the Hebrew race were ex- 
cluded from England for nearly 300 years 
previous to his time, yet his intuition asa 
great poet enabled himto depict Shylock as 
atype ofthe race, with afew inaccuracies, 
true to nature und especially true to the time 
in which the play was written. He drewthe 
character as he did ‘manv of his classic 
heroes, sslely from his imagination, and it 
is the more wonderful on that account.“ 

In conclusion Dr. Sonneschein stated that he 
had selected the subject on account of its 
novelty, and for the reason that he thought 
the title would attract a larger crowd, and 
thus assist the charity for which his lecture 
Wis to be given. 


PROF. RUDOLPH FALB. 


The Eminent Scientist En Route From 
South America to His Home in Aus- 
tria—His Views on the Peruvians, 
Chilenos and Bolivians, Etc. 

Prof. Rudolph Falb, the eminent scholar 
and author of Vienna, Austria, arrived in this 
city, and is quartered at the Kuetten Hotel. 
He was formerly professor in the Acad- 
emy of Commerce at Graz. Styria, 
and is perhaps better known to the 
scientific world as the founder of the 
Sirius, a journal devoted to physical science 
and to the phenomena of the skies and the 
lower earth. He has also published three 
volumes on volcanoes and earthquakes, and is 
the author of the theory that the influence of 
the sun and moon on the molten mass within 
the eurth causes the volcanic eruptions and 
distui bances on the earth’s surface. He be- 
lieves that the sea of lava has its tidal waves, 
and that when these tidal waves rise volcan- 
ic eruptions and earthquakes are the re- 
sult. He substantiated the theory in regard 
to the eruption of Mount Etna in 1875. 
as he predicted its occurence on the 27th of 
the month, and it actually took place on the 
20th inst. He is just on his return from South 
America,where he has been making examina- 
tions for the past two years, andwas visited 
by a reporter this morning. He confined his 
examinations while in South America to Boli- 
via, Peru and Chifi and is firmiy convinced 
that his theory of volcanoes has been establish- 
ed by his investigations im those countries. 
In speaking of the different countries which 
he had visited he said that the people of Peru 
were very indolent and considered it beneath 
their calling as citizens to work. Nearly the 
whole population. were engaged by the Gov- 
ernment in different capacities. They per- 
formed no service, but received their pay as 
though actively employed. The money was 
largely received from the guano 
deposits that filled the mountain districts. 
A large number of persons from the United 
States were coming to that particular coun- 
try. The two railroads now in course of con- 
struction through Peru were under the con- 
trol of Mr. Thorndyke, from the United States. 
The government was largely in debt to him 
for the road, and appeared to be unable to 
pay him. The elections were had with great 
regularity, and the people presented a very 
poor type of civilization. He thought that 
when the railroads now in course of construc- 
tion were finished the people would be great- 
ly benefited in acommereial sense, as well as 
having a tendency to improve them in other 
ways. 

In Bolivia the people were more industri- 
ous, so far as working, but presented no 
higher civilization than that of Peru. The 
government was supposed to be that 
of a republic, but its ruler was in reality a 
dictator. The elections were very infrequent 
and a change of rulers was generally effected 
by a revolution in which some particular ofti- 
cer in the army headed a revolt against the 
existing government. Chill he considered 
far superior to the other countries which he 
bad visited. The people were more or less 
educated and some fine institutions of learn- 
ing, as well as universities, were im existence. 
The climate was very healthy and in many re- 
spects the countries were well adapted for 
habitation. The natives, more particularly 
of Bolivia and Peru, were unable to work the 
mines discovered inthe mountains, and de- 
pended largely on persons fromthe United 
States to obtain the minerals and ores found 
in large abundance. He considers that the 
future wealth of Peru consisted in the mines 
located on the eastern side of the Andes. 

When in the neighborhood of Titicaca the 
Professor became interested in the language 
spoken by the Aymara and Quicha Indians, and 
from his knowledge of them believes that he 
can reconstruct the primitive language which 
has been termed the arti-phonetic. He also 
is of the opinion that the table lands of Peru 
were the starting point of the human race. 
and thinks that, instead of the Eastern con- 
tinent being — — first, as is generally sup- 
posed, the locafity now known as Peru con- 
tained the first people. Prof. Falb will re- 
main in the city some > while here 
will deliver a lecture in Ge n on the sub- 
jects which he has given so much study and 
examination.

The Reply ef the Street Commissioner 
Concerning the Disgraceful Con- 
dition of the Streets. 


Insufficient Appropriations ard the Use 
of Limestone Macadam Instead of 
Granite—“Pay for Graniteand 
You Can Have Good 
Streets.” 


The condition of the streets of St. Louis 
for the past two weeks has been such that 
vituperation and expletive have been ex- 
hausted, and the people have settled down 
into an unholy and blasphemous calm, blank- 
ly waiting for a crust to form that travel may 
be resumed and the responsible party killed. 
Within the memorv of the oldest inhabitant, 
a vague and inconstant period of time reach- 
ing anywhere from ten toa hundred years. 
the streets of the city have never been 
in such a fix or such 
an absence of fix. Great pools of slime have 
formed themselves like aneurisms on the 
arteries of commerce, at every place where 
travel flows, and in the occasional spots upon 
deserted or unusual streets where the feet of 
horses or the wheels of vehicles have not 
churned the mess intoa rather thick soup, the 
liquid abomination has become thinner and 
thinner until it is about ag consistent and 
nasty as castor oil. Of course some- 
body is supposed to be to blame, 
and with a view of finding out just who that 
party is, a Posr-Disraren reporter waited 
upon General Turner, the treet Commis- 
sioner, and asked him in the name of Vox 
Populi an explanation of the mud. General 
Turner did not manifest any uneasi- 
ness upon hearing the reportorial 
query, but simply said: The appropriation 
is inadequate. People would lik the streets 
re-constructed, but they don’t want to pay 
for it, and hence the mud and slush.’’ 

„Isn't it almost an axiom that St. Louis has 
the worst possible streets in the world?“ 

„Well, that depends on what you mean by 
‘worst.’ Beneath all the nastiness on our 
streets, if you go deep enough, you'll find 
bottom. That is not the case in Chicago, for 
instance There, there is no bottom; once the 
mud comes, it is mire all the way down. If 
you ask with reference to the material used 
upon our streets, thenI can safely say that 
it is, undoubtedly, the very poorest 
that could, by any stretch of ingenuity, be 
selected. Limestone has many shining 
qualities which entitle itto rank as the most 
wretched and useless material for paving. In 
Chicago, when the Nicholson pavement gets so 
bad that travel is impeded and the street is 
almost impassable, the property owners club 
together and repair the street; here they will 
not do that, but expect the city by some un- 
explained process to do it for them.“ 

Do you mean to say for instance that there 
is in Chicago or anywhere else a mire like that 
about the Pacific Freight Depot and extend- 
ing down to the Iron Mountain Depot?“ 

Well. I will admit that that section 
bounded west by Tenth, north by 
Spruce, south by Lesperance and 
east by the river is rather muddy, 
in fact is the worst in the town. But you 
must recollect that there is an enormous traf- 
fic between the depots and the heavy mercan- 
tile houses in that region and that no amount 
of limestone could help the matter much. in- 
stead of macadam that section calls for granite 


paving more loudly than any other part of the 
town.“ 

What was your appropriation for macadam 
last year?“ : 

They gave me $130,000, a sum ridiculously 
insufficient for my neads. The Comptroller 
thinks he can get an additional $ 20.000 out of 
the Council for me, and if that can be done I 
will be able to put 260 loads of macadama 
dav on the streets between now and the first 
of April.“ 

How many are you now putting on?’’ 

One hundred and thirty loads. What does 
that amount to in acity like this? The fact is 
the more limestone you put on the more you 
aggravate the difficulty. They won’t pay for 
granite, however, and so we use limestone, 
and yet true economy would suggest that 
the annual cost of the macadam would much 
more than pay for granite. without taking 
into account two items which few people 
reckon on.’? 

What are they?’ 

Vehicles with harness and horses, which 
are ruined long before their time by their 
continual strain in dragging and being dragged 
through the clmging mud; and clothes, 
which are ruined before their time by lime 
dust. I venture to say that 
CLOTHES COST AT LEAST TEN 

MORE 
from that cause in St. Louis than they would 
in a clean city.“ 

Ho much ts the street cleaning appropri- 
ation?’ 

It is $60,000, or on an average $5,000a 
month. An amount in itself about sufticient 
to keep seventy-five men scratching at a small 
minority of the crossings of the 400 miles of 
streets in St. Louis. But this vear the yellow 
fever down the river, and the 
requirements of the Board of Health in the 
sanitization of the city, made me spend dur- 
ing July, August and September about nine 
thousand dollars. a month. There was 
no possible way for me to evade the expendi- 
ture, because the publie health 
is a matter of more conse- 
quence than the pubiic comfort 
and hence after the subsedance of the scare 1 
found myself with $3,400a monthto pull 
through the balance of the year on. Now! 
wantjyou or anybody else to tell me just what 
$3,400 a month will amount to—it is a little 
less than fifty cents a month for each block. 
Do you know anybody who will take the job 
offeleaning at these figures?’’ 

he reporter confessed his ignorance of * 
tractors, but queried, How many men do 
vou think you ought to have!“ 

Well, just the way the streets are now, no 
amount of men would do any good. The 
weather has got too bad. I coula 
probably kee the crossings clean 
right now wit a large addition to 
my force. But if the present weather would 
costinue for a week without any rain, so 
that the slush would harden and I could turn 
five hundred men upon it, I could get things 
in hand and keep the townclean. But I can’t 
yet five hundred men, and there is no use 
talking aboutit. There is no argument and 
no reasoning in the matter. ant of money is 
thé root of the whole trouble. The city 
will not pave the streets, and consequently 
the city must enjoy the fine water priviliges 
which now decorate the alleged streets.’’ 

What ought your appropriations to be!“ 

„For macadam $180,000 instead of $136 - 
000, for cleaning $125,000 instead of $60,000; 
for Nicholson pavement the appropriation is 
large enough, $30,000, and for the miscel- 
laneous repairs incident to so large a town at 
the very lowest possible figure $100,000 in- 
stead of $60,000. If I could get that money I 
could make a fair showing and would soon 
change the eer siush into good hard 
streets. 0 course nothing per- 
manent will ever he done un- 
til we get granite, and if $50,000 were 
annually expended in —— streets in that 
way, in a short time the resait would be very
